There were 1,158 known crim- 
inal addicts in Vancouver, Each 
needed an average dose of four 
capsules of drugs a day, he 
said.

$12,000 a Day Needed for Drugs 


On the basis of 1,000 addicts, 
Mulligan said, this meant $12,- 
000 a day in cash to keep all 
the Vancouver addicts supplied 
or a monthly average of $360, 
000. : 

“There is only one way for 
them to obtain this money,” the 
chief said, “and a conservative 
estimate of the equivalent cost 
in crime would be $10,000,000.” 

Mulligan opposedsan éarlier 
suggestion to the committee 
that addicts be registered and 
provided with drugs at clinics 

He said Canadian addicts use 
heroin, “which destroys the 
lbody physically and mentally” 
|more than other drugs. 
| “It does not seem right to me 
|that the country should provide 
|these people free a drug which 
lhas such devastating effects,” 
he said. “This would not cure 
their criminal] tendencies.” 

The heroin reached the illicit 
market in Vancouver mainly 
from Mexico and was shipped 
through Vancouver to eastern 
cities, Mulligan said. A small 
amaunt teached Vancouver di 
rect from the Orient by ship 
and some came from the eastern 
Mediterranean area from Red 
|China by way of Hong Kong. 

In eastern Canada, he said, 
it was brought on ,the illicit 


market at prices rpnging from 


$500 $600 per “piece” or 
ounce. The purchasing distribu- 
tor adulterated the heroin and 
made a profit of aboyt $1,000 
an ounce in selling it to the 
pediar. 

The pediar in turn again adul- 
terated the drug and made him- 
self a large profit 

Recently, Mulligan said, a 
telephone order system had de- 
veloped jn Vancouver. Pedlars 
took’ orders by telephone and 
made deliveries by picking up 
addicts from the street. by car, 
thus making it doubly difficult 
for police officers to get incrim- 
inating evidence. 

Segregation of the addicts to 
an island large enough for a 
farm to provide staple foods 
“would render expensive secur- 
ity arrangements unnecessary,” 
and could be of any type soci- 
ologists and. those opposed to 
the idea of imprisonment and 
eager to attempt rehabilitation 
might put forward, Mulligan 
said. 

He agreed that imprisonment 
of addicts was no solution to 
the problem. 

‘Our own experience most de- 
finitely shows that even after 
long terms of imprisonment the 
criminal drug addict upon his 
release will immediately go back 
on drugs,” Mulligan said. 7

American military power in the 
Pacific apparently will not be packed 
by anything like the economic 
weapons against communism that 
the United States can afford. 


Writing of these issues in The 


New York Times, Barbara Ward, a _ 


distinguished English journalist now 
living in the United States, isoiates 
the’ political problem of the Eisen- 
hower Government. It is not diffi- 
cult, she says, to persuade the Con- 
gress. to. vote. money for weapons, 
because they can be seen and seem 
worth the cost; whereas the results 
of foreign economic aid cannot be 
seen, at least not for some time after 
the money is spent: Hence the wide- 
spread legend that all money spent 
abroad, except for naked military 
power, is “down the drain.” 


Miss Ward argues powerfully 
that such money has not gone down 
the drain at all, but has proved on 
the whole the best possible invest- 
ment. Without the Marshall Plan, 
for example, Europe or some vital 
parts of it undoubtedly would have 
gone down the drain. 


By an_ unprecedented 
thrifty daring, the United States 
saved Europe and restored its 
economy long before any economist 
WOuld have thought possible“ As a 
result, the United States has been 
able to transfer three-quarters of 
its total foreign aid, military and 
econpmic, to—Asia;—but-most-of-it-is 
spent on weapons. 


Anyway, the Marshall Plan 
proved what economic aid, intel- 
ligently applied, can produce in terms 
of political stability and that busi- 
ness strength which must form the 
basis of military strength in the long 
run.

As Miss Ward says, a picture of 
tanks, guns and bombs bought with 
public money appeals vividly to the 
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the Drain 


taxpayer. “But a picture, say, of 
peasants receiving a distribution of 
improved seed has a look on it of 
charity and the handout. Little 
about it conveys the possibility that 
before the next harvest the whole 
bunch of peasants might have gone 
off and become communist guerillas 
out of sheer discouragement. Mili- 
tary aid, in short, barely has to argue 
the case for itself. Economie aid is 
guilty until proved innocent—and 
possibly even then.” 


Miss Ward cites one striking 
example of economic aid at work. 
The communists of India, she recalls, 
established their riost successful | 
point of penetration among the ‘Tele- 
gu-speaking peoples around Madras 
in the famine years of 1951-52. They 
proposed to establish a separate com- 
munist state to save themselves from | 
starvation. But when the Indian} 
Government was able to overcome | 
the famine—with a large loan of sur- 
plus wheat from the United States— 
the agitation perished almost over- 
night and in the recent elections the | 
communists were completely routed. | 


Looks Like a Good Time for a Challenge

If that kind of approach to com- La 


munism could be multiplied in other 
places, Miss Ward says, the whole 
climate of Asia could be gradually 
changed. This, of course, is the 
premise behind the Commonwealth's 
Colombo Plan, now. spending three 
quarters of a billion dollars a, year in 
Asia, in partnership with Asiatic 
governments. So far, however, the 
Commonwealth's efforts and those of 
the United States have been inade- 
quate and, more disturbing, nave 
encountered increasing scepticism 
from the public, especially in the 
United States. 


But Miss Ward, having traveled 
through most of the nation, .believes 
that the generous American people, | 
Once “ told “thé “truth “about” thése | 
things, will gladly invest their money 
in friendly lands abroad. The Ameri- 
can politieians, she thinks, are being 
far too timid in planning next year’s 
foreign aid budget. The same may 
be said of this particular budget item 
in Canda. 


Assuredly .the western world 
needs military strength to deter the 
aggressor but much more than that 
—the chance of a tolerable life—is 
needed to defeat the false but attrac- 
tive claims of communism among 
desperate and ignorant peoples, the 
largest part of humanity. 


If Fire Hit the Watershed .. . 


AYOR HARRISON HAS 

voiced strong objection to any 
logging road cut through a section 
of the City watershed. His reasons 
are explicit. 

Such roads, he ‘says, would en- 
courage ‘picnickers and members of 
the public to invade the watershed 
“which is best left free of intrusion. 
People, he believes, would increase 
the fire hazard and possibly lead to 
contamination of the water supply. 
Beyond that, he argues that fine 
trees would have to be cut down in 
the construction of the road. 

Those trees furnish valuable 
cover for the ground, of course, 
though as scenery they have limited 
value when few, if any, people see 
them. 


Interests wishing the road con- 
tend that it is too far away from 
the lake to imperil the water supply 
and that it would be used only to 
transport logs. Gates would close 
it to the public. 


The merits of the two arguments 
have yet to-be decided, but the sug- 
gestion of a road on the watershed 
does raise again a vital point for 
water board consideration. 

For reasons similar to those ad- 
vanced by the mayor. against the 


logging road, the board has opposed 
the cutting of fire trails into heavy 
timber on the watershed. As a result 
there is no access to important 
stands. If fire struck—and only a 
favorable wind held flames from 
watershed timber two or three years 
ago—it would be impossible to get 
men and fire-fighting equipment to | 
the scene quickly enough to cope 
with an outbreak. 

Foresters have urged the con- 
struction of fire trails wide enough 
to handle mechanical equipment. 
They have pointed out, too, that such 
trails could be closed to the public 
by gates. 

The existence of trails prooably 
would encourage some people to hike 
over the ground who do not frequent 
that territory at present. But, rough | 
as the terrain may be, hunters still | 
penetrate it in small numbers. They 
can start fires as easily as anyone | 
else. 

Perhaps while the commercial 
logging road is under consideraticn, 
the question of fire trails might be | 
revived again. They would not pro- 
vide full protection against a forest 
fire on the watershed, but in the 
opinion of competent foresters, they 
would furnish a safeguard which the 
timber there now lacks.

Mr. Kohaly Won't Be Kidnapped 


OBERT KOHALY, THE LONE 

Conservative member of Saskat- 
chewan’s Legislature, apparently has 
toyed with the proposal to make him 
Social Credit leader of his province 
and has laid the idea aside. 


There is a political vacuum in 
Saskatchewan, he says—and he 
ought to know, having‘rattled around 
in it—but Social Credit is not the 
substance to fill it. 


The affair Kohaly might pass as 
an ineident of local interest and no- 
thing ‘more, but for the intrusion into 
the picture of mysterious. strangers. 
The Social Credit stalwarts of 
Saskatchewan, those who have toiled, 
and toiled in vain, did not ask the 
Conservative to lead them. They 
‘seem a little piqued that the sugges- 
tion was raised by unnamed outside 
parties—some newspapers seek to 
identify B.C.’s Premier Bennett as 
the eminence gris. 

And why should this suggestion,

be raised? Conceivably because \it

If, further, ne had 
been told that Chaput versus these three 
constables would become’a great constitu- 
tional case involving freedoms infinitely 
precious to all Canadian citizens, his dis- 
belief would have been heightened 

Yet all this has happened. Chaput 
verus Romain, Young and Chartrand, 
will come to trial in the Supreme Court 
a few weeks hence on appeal from the 
Appeal Court of Quebec. As the fac- 
tums in the case make plain, the Chaput 
case already has become a great consti- 
tutional case, equal in importance to the 
Alberta Press Act case of 1937- and the 
Saumer case of 1953 

It is a‘ great constitutional case be- 
cause it involves not only the right of 
Pastor Chaput but of every Canadian 
citizen to freedom of worship, freedom 
of assembly, freedom of speech and free- 
dom of person from interference by the 
police when no unlawful act has been 
or is being committed. 

The facts as to what happened at 
Chapeau, Quebec, on the afternoon » of 
Sept. 4, 1949, are not in dispute. All 
the. evidence is in, and the argument in 
the Supreme Court will concern only the 
judgment which should flow therefrom. 

There were 38 persons present in the

house at Chapeau on the afternoon of 
Sept. 4, 1949. The service began at 2 
o'clock. At 2.30 when the three Quebec 
policemen arrived, a visiting clergyman, 
Mr. Gotthold of Ottawa, had begun the 
sermon. Indeed, as the thvee constables 
enterédi the room in which the service 
was being held, Mr. Gotthold was read 
ing from thé Bible. The policemen testi 
fied that there had been and-was no 
disturbance or disorder of any «ind. 


After listening to the sermon for a 
few minues, the policemen interrupted to 
announce that they had come to “break 
up” the service. Mr. Gotthold asked if 
he was under arrest. The constables said 
“No,” Thereupon he said that he would 
continue to preach until forcibly com- 
pelled to stop 


CONFISCATED COLLECTION 


The constables broke up the meeting 
by collecting and taking away ail the 
printed material in the room-—hymn 
books and pamphlets. They confiscated 
the collection box containing the offer- 
ings of the congregation. Then they 
made the congregation leave the house. 

All this time, Mr. Gotthold continued 
to preach. The policemen silenced him 
by taking the Bible out of his hand for- 
cibly but without injuring him ‘n any 


way, and then compelling him to walk- 


a constable on either side—out of' the 
house to the police car. The police then 
drove him to the ferry which crosses 
the Ottawa River to, Pembroke, Ont 
and put him on board, 

The collection; the Bibles, hymn: books, 
and pamphlets have never been returned. 

The present case arose not by fros- 
ecution of Mr. Chaput. The Quebec po- 
lice, having broken up the service, took 
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no further action. Mr. Chaput brought 
the incident before the courts in the only 
way open to him, by a claim for damages 
and restitution against the three police- 
men, The case was decided against him 
in the trial and appeal divisions of Que- 
bec courts on the ground that the police 
officers acted in good faith and there 
fore are immune from prosecution 

The breaking up by the police of a 
religious service in an obscure hamiet in 
Quebec may seem a small matter to give 
rise to a great constitutional lawsuit 

But as the factum of Mr. Chaput 
makes clear, the incident at Chapeau 
imperils the freedom of Canadians every- 
where. What happened there is the same 
as if the police were to force entry into 
one or more of the great churches in 
any part of Canada, seize the Bibles 
and hymn books, confiscate the collec 
tion, forcitily remove the Bible from the 
hands of the preacher or priest and com 
pel him by physical force to leave the 
church, the town and the provincé 

As the factum puts it: “If the Quebec 
police can. break up a meeting of Je- 
hovah’s Witnesses when they réad the 
Bible, then they can break up meetings 
of the Anglicans, the Baptists, or the 
Pentecostals if they read the Bible. Or 
they could walk into a Roman Catholic 
Mass and break that up May the 
court consider how any member here 
would féel if the police were to walk into 
your church service next Sunday morn- 
ing, seize all the hymn books and sibles 
order the worshippers to get out of the 
building and take the preacher away by 
foree.” 

If this can happen anywhere in Can 
ada—what becomes of our freedom of 
worship; freedom te assemble for law: 


ful purposes; freedom to speak our 
minds; freedom of person from arbitrary 
interference by the state? 


Because of these great issues, Mr. 
Chaput’s case is assuming ever greater 
significance as the time of the trial 
nears. Ordinarily, smal] cases are heard 
by a quorum of the court, five judges. 
In great constitutional cases, however, 
the full court of nine judges sits. It will 
be significant to-see how the court mus- 
ters when the Chaput case is called. 


HEARING SOON 


The case has been set down high 
on the list for the session that vegins 
on Apri] 26. From modest beginnings 
it is becoming a conflict between govern- 
ments. Notice of the trial has been 
served upon the federal government and

The argument, as 
in the Alberta case, would be that safe- 
guarding these basic rights of Canadian

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YOUR HEALTH By DR. WALTER C. ALVAREZ

Many people, and kindly people, from time 
to time tell me of the shortcomings of my pro- 
fession, and I think these faults should be 
faced by all of us physicians. Certainly, all 
of us ought to be trying harder to answer 
people’s questions about 
their disease. Too often we 
quickly dismiss the patient 
with just a prescription. 

As I said in a recent col- 
umn, sometimes trouble be- 
gins when the physician 
recognizes at a glance an 
old man with a stroke or a 
woman with a_ pinched 
psychotic face, or a men- 
tally retarded child: Then, 
if he hates to waste his 
time and the patient’s hard-earned money on 
many tests he is likely to be misunderstood, 
and accused of lack of interest and industry. 

A man of 56 now writes me, “In 1943 my 
right leg and arm were suddenly. paralyzed, 
and remained useless: for about: three: weeks. 
What puzzled and distressed me was that none 
of the physicians who saw me would admit I 
had had a stroke. They talked about a pos- 
sible heart attack. Some ordered massage 
of the weakened limbs, and some recommend- 
ed that I have a few ulcerated-teeth removed. 
Why didn’t these doctors talk frankly with me 
and my wife?” 

I suspect the main reason for this peculiar 
behavior of the doctors was that many a time 
they had lost an important case and had 
gained the patient's dislike because they had 
used the word “stroke,” which many persons 
hate. We humans still retain the ancient folk 
idea that God struck the man down, and hence, 
in some secret way, he must have sinned. In 
spite of all evidence to the contrary, some of 
us still agree with Job's comforters that the 
man who suddenly meets with disaster must 
have sinned. Because of the great prejudice 
of people against the word “stroke,” most of 
us doctors are inclined to call a stroke’a heart 
attack. 


PATIENT PUZZLED 

My correspondent went on to say, “Since 
1947 I have had recurring little attacks of 
loss of balance and giddiness, which have 
been diagnosed as spells of angina pectoris, 
What puzzies me is that three heart special- 
idts in succession have not been able to see 
anything abnormal in my ejectrocardiograms 
° None.of_the seven doctors I have con- 
gulted has given me more than the briefest 
advice as to how I should try to live with my 
affliction. I wonder why no one suggested

a diet. Since no one advised me about food, 
I put myself on a salt-poor diet, but all that 
did was to distress me: it caused me to lose 
all appetite and joy in life.” 

Interesting is this statement: “Practically 
all I now know about disease of the heart and 
arteriés I. have had to learn from medical 
books and articles in in newspapers and mag- 
azines; I think I should have received this 
information from the doctors I paid to help 
me.” 

Some of my medical friends feel that the 
man jis better off without the information he 
wants; they think he should have taken his 
medicine and been satisfied. But I do not 
agree. One cannot cure a man with a great 
fear of heart disease unless, with careful and 
skillful explaining one takes that fear away 
from him, 

As my correspondent went on to say, “I 
know many doctors aré terribly busy; but 
still I feel that the situation I describe is so 
unsatisfactory that something ought to be 
done about it Perhaps the lodal medical 
societies ought to maintain a little library con- 
taining-@ file of atl those books that Have been 
written in simple speech for the help of us 
lay persons,” 


ENDOMETRISOS 

Endometriosis is a conditidi in which bits 
of the lining of the womb. trayel..out-through 
a. fallopian tube into the lower part of the 
abdominal cavity. These cells of endometrium 
(lining of the womb) stick here and there to 
the peritoneal surface (the lining of the ab- 
dominal cavity) and grow sometimes into 
little nodules, In typical cases the endometri- 
osis can be suspected by the gynecologist the 
minute he hears the history of increasingly 
severe pain.in the pelvis throughout every 
menstrual period 

For a while many surgeons were operating 
often for endometriosis, but my impression is 
that of late they have become more conserva- 
tive, Now their tendency is to leave the little 
nodules alone so long as they do not cause too 
much pain. The surest way of stopping their 


‘growth and the pain caused by them is to 


throw the woman into a menopause, either 
by X-raying her ovaries or removing them 
surgically. 

Obviously, in those many cases in which 
the woman is fairly young and wants to-have 
more children; or when she does not want to 
lose her sexual organs, or her sexual feeling; 
or when she does not want the possibly bad 
flushes of an early menopause, she may pre- 
fer-to-stand. some. pain every month,.and then 
it is best to leave her alone. I think she and 
her husband should have much to say in de- 
ciding what is to be done

People, fundamentally, don’t like medicines, though at 
times they are essential to well-being. 

This is perhaps the basis of opposition.in years. past to 
many aspects of scientific progress which have improved 
health of populations. 

Measures that we now take for granted once drew 
storms of protest. These included pasteurization, vaccina- 
tion, and chlorination. Latest “ation” to have opponents 
and proponents tilting at each other is fluoridation. 

Simply, those favoring fluoride in public water claim it 
drastically cuts dental decay, caries, among children. The 
oppositidn says fluorine is a poison, and its harmful effects 
far outweigh benefits. 

Authorities endorsing use of fluoride include the Cana- 
dian Dental Association, Canadian Medical Association, the 
Canadian Public Health Association, the National Research 
Céiincil and their counterparts in the United States

Fluorine is a poison, but in the minute amounts it 
wotulht" be added -to~a water system, it would.be impossible 
for even the most determined would-be suicide to develop 
even the slightest symptoms. Some areas in the world have 
natural fluorides in water as high as 18 times more than 
medical and dental men say is necessary to preserve teeth 
of children. 

Today there is a shortage of dentists in Canada, and in 
British Columbia also. In this province are about 450 
dentists —one to every 2,666 persons. With’ this terrifically 
light ratio, it seems reasonable to suppose that every step 
that can be taken to Improve teeth without consulting the 
dental fraternity would have public acclaim 

Studies show that four of five six-year-olds have suffered 
from dental decay, and the average Canadian child starting 
school already has five of his baby teeth decayed. The aver- 
age 12-year-old already has eight of his permanent teeth 
decayed and lost one of these. 


Natural Fluorides Benefit 


Scientists have discovered that where fluorides {chemi- 
cal compounds containing fluorine) are found in drinking 
water, people have less tooth decay. At least part of the 
answer is because when teeth are formed in childhood, 
fluoridés become part of teeth enamel, producing better- 
formed caries-resistant teeth. 

Where water contains natural fluorides, the people auto- 
matically benefit. Where not present in sufficient quantities, 
they can be added artificially with the same beneficial results. 

Ontario has taken the lead. There community water 
supplies are fluoridated at Deep River, Brantford, Oshawa, 
Sudbury, Fort Erie and Thorold. Ip Saskatchewan fluorida- 
tion is under way in Moose Jaw and Assiniboia. 

Last word from. Brandon, Manitoba, and Saskatoon, Sas- 
katchewan, was that these two cities were due to start im- 
mediately. In Quebec, equipment has been installed at Point 
Clare, just outside Montreal.

1,000,000 parts of water. In this city the average six-to-eight- 
year-old has only two foundation teeth decayed, and the 
average 12-to-14-year-old has only three of his permanent 
teeth showing any signs of caries. And one-quarter of the 
12-14-age group shows no signs of decay at all. 

Compare this to the national picture outlined a few 
paragraphs back,

| After taking the ace of clubs 
iSouth drew two rounds of 
trumps with the ace and king 
He had been hoping to drop the 
doubleton queen-jack, but there 
was no such luck 

The normat-plan-at this stage 
was to run the spades in the 
hope of discarding a club. This 
would work if the player with 
the last trump also had three 
or more spades. 

If South had gone. through 
with this plan in the normal 
way he would have lost his 
game contract. East would have 
trumped the third round of 
spades and would have taken a 
Lelub trick at once. He would 
then lead a diamond and the de- 
fenders would eventually get a 
diamond trick to defeat the con 
tract.

$12,000 a Day Needed for Drugs 


On the basis of 1,000 addicts, 
Mulligan said, this meant $12,- 
000 a day in cash to keep all 
the Vancouver addicts supplied 
or a monthly average of $360,- 
000. 

“There is only one way for 
them to obtain this money,” the 
chief said, “and a conservative 
estimate of the equivalent cost 
in crime would be $10,000,000.” 

Mulligan opposed an earlier 
suggestion to the committee 
that addicts be registered and 
provided with drugs at clinics. 

He said Canadian addicts use 
heroin, “which destroys the 
|body physically and mentally” 
more than other drugs. 
| “It does not seem right to me 
\that the country should provide 
|these people free a drug which 
Ihas such devastating effects,” 
he said. “This wowd not cure 
thetr criminal tendencies.” 

The heroin reached the illicit 
market in Vancouver mainly 
|from Mexico and was shipped 
}through Vancouver to eastern 
leities, Mulligan said. A small 
lamount reached Vancouver di- 


$500 to $600 pér “piece” or 
ounce. The purchasing distribu- 
tor adulterated the heroin and 
made a profit of about $1,000 
an ounce in selling it to the 
pediar.
